Ft.Benning Welcome Relief 
After Legislative Control 


Although this legislature considered 4246 bills as against 
3516 for '59, "this has been a controlled legislature — not in 
the best interests of the majority of the citizens of the state of 
Florida—for, in my opinion, has not provided adequately for the 
needs of the citizens,” Representative Emmett Roberts wires us. 

“After this battle Fort Benning will be a welcome relief.” 

He continues, “many good projects have been rejected; it's 
all right to hold the line if you do not restrict progress. Addi- 
tional monies will be needed to take care of our growing popu- 
lation.” 

“We have passed most of our local bills; the. magistrate's 
court bill will prove of great help to the citizens of the Glades; 
the Belle Glade charter and drainage bills have passed; over fifty 
local bills have become law from Palm Beach Count, 

“This has been a controlled legislature with the leaders of the 
senate and house holding complete control over all important leg- 
islation.” 

“The 1961 Legislature has proven most difficult for the 
Palm Beach County delegation. Extreme pressure on delegation 
as a result of attempts to divide Lake Okeechobee, the securing 
of appropriations for Boca Raton University, the congressional 
redistricting’ and numerous local bills. 

Our position has been almost untenable at times аз we have 
had to be very careful not to alienate our friends who were sup- 
porters on above projects. 

We have finally defeated the Lake Okeechobee bill with 
considerable effort. When you buck four small counties which are 
members of the small county bloc you have serious problems.

We're taught that in Biblical times Moses commanded 
the waves to be still and the yaters to part - ONCE - and 
they did. 

Four county delegations, members of the Flordia small 
county bloc, commanded the “parting of thé waters of Lake 
Okeechobee,” and were ambitious enough to ask for FOUR 
partings - and they almost succeeded, with no inkling of op- 
position from the administration. 

We have secured all the monies possible for Boca Raton 
University in view of the tight money situation in the state. If 
the economy of the state increases somewhat over the estimates 
I feel Boca Raton construction will be started. There is no ques- 
tion that the building of Boca Raton University is assured, how- 
ever, the opening would be delayed if our economy slows up. 

We are discouraged over the congressional redistricting as 
Palm Beach and Broward Counties are still tied together to form 
the largest district, This battle is not over.

“More than a hundred people's 
lives were endangered by that

“Fishermen Beware” 
Says U. S. Engineers 


That's the word from the U. 
S. Army Corps of Engineers to 
commercial fisherman who have 
any ideas about setting traps or 
nets in the navigable waters. 

Army Engineers issued a 
warning to fishermen today af- 
ter receiving a report that a 
shad fisherman in the St. Johns 
River was stretching nets near- 
ly all the way across a regular- 
ly used side channel. The fish- 
erman became irked when boats 
plowed through the river and 
tore up his nets. 

So, according to the complaint 
to the Corps of Engineers, the 
fisherman decided to "ride shot- 
gun" on his set nets and warn 
off any boats that venture near 
his fish traps. The Corps of En- 
ginners took a dim view of their 
reported tactics and issued a 
warning that federal law forbid 
obstruetions in the waterways. 

The warning was punctuated 
with the‘ поќе that the penalty 
for violation is from $500 to 
$2,500 -fine or imprisonment of 
not more than a year or both. 

Purpose of the notice, accord- 
ing to Colonel J. V. Sollohub, 
District Engineer, is to remind 
all persons that placing of seines 
or nets in or across any fair- 
way regularly used by naviga- 
tion is unlawful. All violators 
reported to this office will be 
prosecuted, he said. 

He said there is no objection 
to placing seines, or nets or 
traps outside the regularly used 
fairways, provided they are at- 
tended or marked in such a way 
as to warn boats of their loca- 
tion. i 

But not with shotguns, the 

district engineer insisted.
